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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding rejections on claims 1 and 10, applicant 
argued that Na's mode switching time is predetermined. Soulabail et al. do not disclose that the length of the guard period is different 
between the uplink signal and downlink signal. Hence, Na and Soulabail et al. do not teach resetting the mode switching start point based 
on length of a guard period provided between the uplink signal and the downlink signal. 

However, the Examiner disagrees. The claims address nothing about the length of the guard period being different between the uplink 
signal and downlink signal. As indicated, Na's guard period length is constant and mode switching time is predetermined. There is no 
reason to reset the mode switching start point in Na alone. Nevertheless, in view of Soulabail et al., there is a motivation. In order to 
double the size of cells for a UMTS/UTRAN system operating in time division mode (TDD), guard period length between uplink signal and 
downlink signal becomes variable corresponding to cell size (abstract, paragraphs 0012-0013). As disclosed by Na and known in the art, 
the mode switching start point should always fall between an uplink signal and a downlink signal. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
have obviously recognized Na and Soulabail et al. teach that resetting mode switching start point is needed based on length of a guard 
period provided between the uplink signal and the downlink signal when varying the length of the guard period for the purpose of increasing 
cell size. 

Thus, the rejections are proper and maintained.
